Compromise on 
Extension of 
Rent Control 


Washington, June 19 —(fl>)— Sen- 


ate and house conferees agreed to- 
day on a compromise bill extend- 
ing federal rent controls for 
six 


months beyond June 30. 


The compromise, subject to ap- 


proval by both chambers of con- 
gress, give municipalities power to 
keep the federal controls tor an 
additional six months, or u n t i l 
June 30, 1951. In 
'communities 


where no such action 
is 
taken, 


controls would end automatically 
on December 31. 


The house had voted for an au- 


tomatic seven-months e x t e nsion, 
with an additional five months op- 
tional. The senate wanted a 
six 


months automatic extension, with 
six more optional months. 


The conferees accepted a house 


provision giving counties the right 
to remove controls before Decen- 
ber 31 in 
incorporated 
areas.

of the bill, was expected to

The senate bill would add an es- 


timated 10,000,000 persons to the 
35,000,000 now covered by the old 
age and survivors insurance pro- 
gram.

The Caroline's effort c l e a n l y 


;opped the Hawaii Mars' old Ha- 
waii-California mark made in 1946 
with 118 men aboard.

Kan., brought the Caroline over in 
14 hours 18 minutes in a flight he 
described as routine: 


"The takeoff was smooth. 
The 


ride was smooth. The landing was 
smooth."
